In the House of Lords vesterday, 

On the order for the second reading of the 
tepresentation of the Í'eopic Bill, formally 
moved by Viscount Peel, 

Lord SALISBURY said that we prided our- 
selves on being a democratic country, aud to 
smuggle through a bill of this magnitude at a 
time when people were thinking: of something 
else was not the right way to be loyal to the 
democratic instinct. He protested against these 
vast legislative changes being introduced at a 
time when the whole business of the Govern- 
meni was to occupy themselves with the 
Vigorous prosecution of the war. All the same, 
ij would be a mistake to reject the second 
reading, as there were many parts of the bill 
that were not only non-controversial, but which 
would be a great improvement on the present 
law. He viewed with alarm the extension of 
the franchise to six million women, in addition 
to Other enormous increases in the electorate. 
The principle of the alternative vote was not a 
satisiactory method of settling the difficulty 
thai it claimed to remedy. A better method 
was the system of proportional representation, 
aud he claimed that that system held the field. 
(Cheers.) With regard to the redistribution of 
seais in Jreland, he thought that the attempt to 
deal piecemeal with Ireland was altogether in- 


defensible. They should have the Irish scheme 
before them, so that they might know where 
they were. (Hear, hear.) There could be no 


doubt that if the franchise was applied in Ire- 

md as proposed, the power of the Sinn 
Friners would be enormously increased. He 
was glad that the vote was being extended to 
soldiers, but they would require to know how 
tar the views of the Army Council differed from 
' those of the Government on the subject of 
trenen elections. The problem of the trench 
tlection bad been Bolved by all our Dominions. 

Viscount BRYCE could have wished that so 
vast a change in our electoral system had not 
been proposed at a time like the present, or 
that it had been restricted to narrower limits. 
With regard to what he characterised as the 
most novel and momentous feature of the bill, 
the enfranchisement of six million women, he 
said that we had no evidence that the 
the nation desired such a change. If the ques- 
lion was left to a popular vote among the 
women it was probable that the change would 
be rejected. (Cheers.) The immense majority 
of women are not qualified to use the vote to 
their own advantage or that of the nation. 

Lord. PARMOQORK advocated the principle of 
proportional representation, and urged its re- 
bloration to the bill 

lord BURNHAM characterised the bill as a 
revolution. He urged the necessity of rn storing 
to the bill the provision for proportional repre- 
sentation, which, he said, was an essential] part 
of the scheme adopted at the Speaker’s Con- 
ference, and without which unanimity could not 
have been reached. It would be a very serio'ls 
thing if no provision was made for the repre- 
sentation of minoritics. 

Lord. SYDENHAM criticised the proposal to 
grant the franchise to women, and declared that 
there was. not a shred of evidence to show that 
the majority of men, or even of women, really 
des:red this fundamental change in our Consti- 
tution. Revolutionary changes should not be 
“made until the will of the people had been ex- 
pressed at a genera! election. 

Earl RUSSELL said it would be impossible 
not to pass this bill now. The people expected 
and demanded it. He regarded the disfran- 
ages nt of conscientious objectors as a blot on
